Amid the glamour of evening 
gowns and colorful men’s suits, 
Romulus conducted its fourth 
inaugural at city haD Monday before 
an overflow audience in the council 
chambers. 


The ladies were dressed in their 
finery and the men decked out in 
finest clothes to herald the incoming 
administration and a “New Day” in 
Romulus. 

More than 200 people filled the 
council chambers and flowed out 
into the hall. Those who stood 
outside in the corridors watched the 


swearing in of the nine elected of- 
ficals on closed -circuit television. 

William M. Oakley, who won the 
mayor’s race by more than 400 
votes, was the center of attention. 

Outgoing Mayor James Stewart 
gave an extended farewell address, 
listing his accomplishments over his 
two-years as the city’s chief ad- 


ministrator. 

Showing his obvious hurt at being 
rejected for a second term as mayor 
and bitter toward those he thought 
helped hasen his demise, Stewart 
closed with a bitter remark. 

After thanking those who sup- 
ported him, he mentioned those who 
had made his life miserable and

Fred (Junior) Block was not 
present at the inauguration. 

When Mayor Oakley approached 
the podium to give his inaugural 
address, the audience stood to its 
feet and gave him a big ovation. 

Visably conspicuous by not 
standing to honor the new mayor 
with her fellow council members 
was Mrs. McAnally, who sat with 
arms folded while the audience 
welcomed the new ackninistrator of 
Romulus. 

Looking a trifle nervous, Oakley 
looked out over the audience of well- 
wishers and told them of his 
gratitude for honoring him with the 
new title of mayor. 

“I see my job as your mayor to 
service all the citizens of Romulus,” 
he said. He departed from his 
prepared speech and spoke less than 
three minutes. 

“I make you a promise I didn’t 
make during the campaign,” he 
Remarked I promise to be worthy to 
the trust you people have placed in 
me.” 


Baum backed against

critic on millage stand

Just when the chairman of the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee 
should be happy m seeing the recent 
Romulus school millage pass by a 
substantial margin, he says a recent 
letter to the Romulus Roman has 
brought him much grief. 

Doug Baum, a prominent 
businessman in the city for many 
years, was personally attacked in a 
letter to the editor by Ellen 
Grishaber, one of his 11 -member 
committee. 

She claimed in her letter that 
Baum was guilty of politicking in 
favor of new Romulus mayor, Bill 
Oakley, and that Baum’s sole 
purpose was to pass the millage - 
not seek out information. 

Information supplied by the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee, 
whose report was printed verbatim 
in the Roman the week before the 


millage election, was given credit 
for helping the school millage to 
pass by 121 votes. 

The same millage attempt was 
buried by 855 votes less than two 
months ago. 

Aroused to anger by what they call 
false accusations and insinuations 
leveled against Baum, the Citizen’s 
Advisory Committee (CAC) called a 
meeting which purposely excluded 
Baum. 

The purpose of the gathering was 
to draft an answer to Mrs. 
Grishaber’s allegations. 

“Recently, several concerned 
School Advisory Committee 
members met to discuss the 
editorial letter which appeared in 
the Nov. 9, 1977 issue of the Romulus 
Roman,” the CAC rebuttal began. 

“The insinuations contained in 
that letter, submitted by one 
disgruntled committee member, 
demanded clarification

He will be open to suggestions 
from the audience as well as can- 
didly answering questions on the 
minds of Romulus residents 


Fassett, 41, studied at the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia, and has been in the writing and 
communications field for the past 20 
years. 

As Managing Editor of ANP, 
Fassett oversees six weekly 
newspapers, including The Romulus 
Roman, The Belleville Enterprise, 
Wayne Eagle, Westland Eagle, 
Canton Eagle and The Inkster 
Ledger-Star.

“First of all, a tremendous 
amount of reference material was 
provided by the school board, ad- 
ministration, the dty assessor’s 
office and the Lansing Committee. 
Some of the materials included were 
audits, budget reports, the MOP 
report, buildings analysis, an up-to- 
date report on the tax reassessment, 
various transportation documents 
and voucher records. 

“The committee felt, after an in- 
depth study and review of all the 
data, that a simplified statement 
should be made to the public prior to 
the election,” the CAC report stated. 

“Even though our final report was 
brief and to the point, it in no way 
reflects the amount of time and 
effort put in by the group. 

“All members of the Advisory 
Committee were informed and 
agreed to Mr. Baum’s main ob- 
jective of providing factual in- 
formation to the community as to 
the need for millage, prior to ac- 
cepting a seat on the committee,” 
the report continued. 

The report, submitted to the 
Roman by Noreen DePalma on 
behalf of the other committee 
members, said the first meeting of 
the group was spent getting 
acquainted and voicing individual 
concerns. They also requested 
candidates for public office to 
refrain from using the millage as a 
political issue. 

“We, as responsible represen- 
tatives of the community, feel that 
the charges brought against Mr. 
Baum and the committee members 
are twisted and totally distorted,” 
♦he CAC rebuttal stated. 

“At no time did this group spend 
any measurable amouont of time 
discussing any topic other than 
school issues. It is a disgrace that 
one person should attempt to destroy 
theingegrity and credibility of a fine 
man and the efforts of a successful 
committee for the sake of one’s own 
personal gratification 
“We wish to thank Mr Baum for 
caring enough about all of our kids to 
organize and chair such a com- 
mittee. We hope that this un- 
fortunate incident will not deter him 
from future involvement in school 
affairs, as he is an asset to our 
community.” 

The report closed with a proverb 
that the committee said speaks for 
itself: “Fallacies can travel around 
the world twice before the truth can 
leave home.” 

Several committee members 
spoke to the Roman personally 
about their dissatisfaction over the 
letter of allegations, while others 
have expressed their opinions in 
letters to the editor

Did mayor ask 
for show of faith? 


It was revealed that newly-elected 
Mayor William M. Oakley has 
requested the resignations of ap- 
proximately 15 department heads at 
Romulus Gty Hall. 

Following up on a rumor. The 
Romulus Roman talked to a veteran 
supervisor who verified that Oakley 
had “officially” asked for the 
resignations verbally at a meeting 
yesterday in city hall. 

The department head, who wished 
to remain anonymous, said the 
mayor made it plain he was making 
the request “officially.” Last week, 
Oakley had asked several super- 
visors personally for their 
resignations, the supervisor said 

Contacted by the Roman. Oakley 
said. “I’m not looking for anyone’s 
job I’m looking for performance ” 

He referred to yesterday’s 
meeting as a “pep talk” from which 
the supervisors got ‘•little oeneiit 
Actually, he said he told them that 
he did not like the phrase “letter of 
resignation,” but would rather use 
one that stated “letter of faith ” 


Oakley explained that he was 
forced to take on depatment heads 
chosen by someone else, and that he 
wanted to be reassured that the 
supervisors had faith in him and 
were willing to work with his ad- 
ministration 

Thus, the mayor’s statement 
would indicate that the terminations 
would be made on the basis of what 
was contained in individual letters of 
“resignation” or ’’faith” turned in 
by supervisors 

The Roman’s news source said the 
City Charter clearly states that a 
department head has until 12:01 
pm on the first Monday in 
December to continue in his 
position He said the mayor ad- 
mitted that fact at the meeting 
yesterday

The prospect of a large, per- 

Community College is one currently 
being offered to the residents of 
Western Wayne County through a 
variety of means, all directed at 
seeking both input and acceptance 
for one of the county’s most ex- 
pansive and well-equipped 
educational facilities. 

Milton and John Glenn High 
schools in Wayne and Inkster have 
welcomed the college and supplied 
classrooms for liberal arts in- 
struction for many years, but there 
has always been the need for a large 
center able to accommodate the 
thousands of people who want 
vocational-technical education and 


career preparation. The new 
Western Wayne County campus of 
WCCC will be a regional hub, 
providing the most modem facilities 
for vocational-technical education 
with Milton and Glenn serving as 
feeder centers for liberal arts in- 
struction.

The hearing will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Schoolcraft College Liberal 
Arts Auditorium, 18600 Haggerty, 
between Six and Seven Mile roads in 
Livonia. 

Mrs. Dumas said Juvenile Court 
Judge Gladys Barsamian has 
confirmed her appearance on the 
panel for that evening and that 
William J. Phelps, chairman for the 
Juvenile Justice Services Com- 
mission and state director of the 
Office of Youth Services, tentatively 
has confirmed. 

“They will be available to answer 
questions about juvenile laws and 
services in Michigan,” she said. 

The public hearing is the third in a 
series sponsored by the Wayne 
County Board of Commissioners to 
give parents and other concerned 
citizens the opportunity to speak out 
on proposed change? in laws 
governing juveniles. 

“We’ve had excellent attendance 
at the two Detroit-based hearings so 
I'm hopeful that outcounty parents 
and citizens will take the time to find 
out what is going on in Lansing,” 
Mrs. Dumas said. 

Mrs. Dumas said a House 
Judiciary subcommittee currently is 


considering several revisions in the 
state juvenile code, including those 
laws dealing with truants and 
runaways. 

“A flurry o( bills has descended 
on the Legislature since the Juvenile 
Justice Services Commission came 


out with its 600-page document 
containing 126 recommendations to 
change the juvenile code,” she said. 

The commission was created 18 
months ago and funded with $1.8 
million to recommend changes in 
the Juvenile Code.

Education, was: ‘Attractive 
vocational-technical courses and 
adequate transportation could make 
the difference for this area.” 

Mary Wilkerson, corresponding 
Secretary of the area Mental Health 
Board and an active member of the 
Area Citizens Advisory Council of 
the College, agreed with Mr. Fort- 
son, adding: “Vocational-technical 
preparation is most necessary for 
the area students, and I heartily 
approve the building of a college 
center that can do this. Mental 
health courses designed as part of 
career preparation would be most 
welcome.” 

Dale Kaulitz, superintendent of 
schools for the Van Buren Public 
Schools, outlined his concerns: 
“Courses in health, nursing, dental 
technology and industrial training 
should be emphasized, rather than 
transfer courses for this area. 
Community use of College facilities 
should also be provided.” 

Bill Smith, director of Community 
Education for the Romulus Schools 
and a member of the college’s 
Citizens Advisory Council, made 
several suggestions: “More in- 
formation about the new center 
should be released soon. People in 
the area should have something to 
say about it. 

“About 80 percent of students in 
the area need something besides 
transfer courses — computer 
programming, allied health, 
secretarial science, aircraft 
maintenance, diesel mechanics, 
bump shop, heating- air con- 
ditioning, and dental specialization 
— all these are in demand. 

“Dwindling school population in 
the area will be a problem, but the 
new center is most welcome and 
needed.” 

Many other area residents ex- 
pressed their general approval of a 
WCCC campus in Western Wayne 
County. All of them appeared ex- 
cited about the possibilities and 
potential of the campus for 
enlarging the educational op- 
portunities available in the region 
and the resultant impact on em- 
ployment for local residents in 
technical fields. 

It seems that the greatest benefit 


of the realization of WCCC’s plans 
for Western Wayne County will not 
only be the physical presence of a 
developing and fully equipped 
campus serving nearby satellite 


centers, but rather the potential for 
this campus and the regional 
community to work together for the 
educational, social and economic 
advancement of this area.

Rep. Ford accepts teen 's invitation 


Seniors are targets of ‘ Pigeon Drop'

A young woman approaches you at a 
suburban shopping mall, strikes up a con- 
versation and before you know it, you’re 
being offered a money-making deal that’s too 
good to be true. 

What should you do? 

"Run, don’t walk to the nearest phone or 
security officer.” You mi^it be being set up 
for the 4 ’pigeon drop”. 

That’s the word from Westland Police Sgt. 
Leona rdGoodlesky. And it’s being directed to 
area senior citizens, especially women, who 
are the prime targets of the age-old con- 
fidence trick. 

That con game has turned up in this 
suburban Western Wayne County com- 
munity, and has netted one smooth-talking 
duo $4,000 for four hours of ‘‘work”. 

The con— in legal jargon, larceny by trick— 
is happeningon an average of about one every 
third day in the Detroit metropolitan area, 
with the payoffs ranging from $500 to $4,000. 
Some have gone as high as $15,000, the police 
detective said. 

How does the pigeon drop work? 

In the Westland case— the first successful 


con in the three years that Goodlesky has 
been assigned to the department’s In- 
vestigative Bureau— the victim was ap- 
proached at Westland Center by the first 
(No.l) of the confidence team. She struck up a 
conversation about banks in the area, men* 
boning that she had just received a $4,000 
inheritence and was looking for a good place 
to deposit it. 

Enter her accomplice (No. 2), who “hap- 
pened by” with a large amount of winnings 
from the race track. As the conversation 
unfolded, the second woman delved into what 
should be done with her windfall. To the 
victim, the two women appeared not to know 
each other. 

In the course of the conversation it was 
“decided” that No. 2 should see a “lawyer 
nearby". She returned a half hour later, 
telling the waiting perpetrator and the 
“pigeon”, that she must pay $8,000 in taxes. 
In the ensuing conversation, the first woman 
volunteered to put up her money in exchange 
for its return and a $10,000 bonus 

Woman No. 2 then headed off to again see 
the unnamed lawyer to supposedly have the 
money’s serial numbers recorded. She 
returned later with her accomplice’s 
“payoff”. 


The victim, offered the same chance to 
make a quick buck, was convinced that the 
money scheme worked, and went to her bank, 
accompanied by one of the dLo, to withdraw 
the needed $4,000. 

After retrieving her funds, the money was 
taken to the “lawyer" by one of the women. 
The victim was then told the lawyer wanted to 
talk to her and would give her her $4,000 and 
the promised $10,000 bonus. 

Sent on her way to where she was to meet 
the lawyer, that was when the “pigeon” was 
dropped 

The entire routine took four hours, a costly 
experience for the victim, who is in her 70s 
and was aware of such confidence games. 

Why would somebody fall for such shady 
get-rich-quick schemes? 

According to Goodlesky: “It takes a little 
larceny in the heart to think you can get 
something for nothing.” 

He went on to say that senior citizens are 
prime targets for such swindles because they 
“are leisure shoppers". He added that young 
people are more rushed and don’t have the 
time it would take to be taken in by such a 
con 

Suburban shoppxig malls have become 
favorite sites for such routines because 


"elderly persons with money don’t live in 
Detroit and it’s easier to meet people at 
shopping centers then on the streets of 
Detroit”. 

“People have no qualms about talking to 
anyone in a suburban mall.” 

Goodlesky described the pigeon drop as a 
"strictly white-collar crime”, involving a 
“rehearsed, planned conversation with a 
person, that is rehearsed and tried until 
successful". 

To date he and fellow Police Sgt. Dave 
Klinebriel have spent 50 manhours working 
on the Oct. 21 case to identify the two women 
involved. Their investigation has involved 
contact with at least 15 other police agencies, 
which resulted in photographs of the suspects 

But even with that, if a warrant is issued, 
Goodlesky is not certain how many more 
manhours it will take to track down the 
elusive subjects. Their whereabouts are 
unknown 

In the con artists’ “psychological game ”, 
the victims are almost always women, and 
the perpetrators are almost always female 
That's not to say that men have not been 
involved in such schemes as either “pigeon 
or con, Goodlesky said 

“Nobody knows when the pigeon drop 


started, but it’s been around as long as I can 
remember,” he added. "We can’t stop it, the 
banks can’t stop it. The people themselves 
have to be wary when an approach is made. 

“They have to look at it very carefully, 
especially if it involves something for 
nothing ” 

Goodlesky went on to say that rumors are 
circulating that there are “schools out of 
state” to train perpetrators In one recent 
case in Ann Arbor, police recovered the 
“written script”, the conversation to be used 
in the con. 

“These people are extremely proficient.” 

“A majority of the victims know and hear 
about pigeon drops, but these people (the con 
artists ) a re still successful.” he added, saying 
that bank tellers in the metropolitan area 
have been notified of such scams and question 
seniors who are withdrawing large sums of 
money 

Goodlesky said that many such incidents 
are unreported because the “older people are 
ashamed of having been taken” 

What can be done about such crimes? 

Goodlesky said seniors should be wary of 
anyone whoapproaches them “with any story 
that's believable, any object that has a quick 
resale value” 
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FCC attacks 'little black box'

Presently, linear amplifiers are 
under fire from the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. There are 
two ways the commission is trying to 
solve the problem. One is by banning 
the manufacturer of power am- 
plifiers capable of use on the 11 
meter band. 

The commission also has in- 
creased the technical requirements 
that the manufacturers of these 
black boxes must meet with their 
equipment. In plain English, the 
FCC is driving out of business the 
creators of those illegal foot- 
warmers. The manufacturers are 
fighting to insure that they will not 
be penalized if CBers use the boxes 
illegally. 

The second step being taken by the 
FCC is aimed directly against the 
CBer using the power amps along 
with his mobile or base. As I un- 
derstand it, right now the FCC’s 
special task forces a re making an all 
out attempt to apprehend the users 
of these devices. 

Each enforcement team consists 
of nine or 10 FCC agents who will go 


out to areas suspected of using 
amplifiers. If a CBer is caught with 
one of the black boxes in his 
possession, whether it be in use or 
not, the commission will insist that 
it's use be stopped immediately. 

According to FOC in 1977, they 
expect to receive some 150,000 
television interference complaints. 
Most of these complaints stem 
directly from the use of power 
amplifiers from CBers. It is ex- 
pected that the commission will find 
three quarters of these complaints to 
be true. When the person using the 
amplifier is found he will be heavily 
fined. 

Let’s face it there are plenty of 
these black boxes in use at the 
present time. A lot of them are being 
used in mobiles. Does anyone stop to 
realize that any mobile rig is limited 
to 12 volts of power. Now go ahead 
and install a 1,000-watt amplifier in 
your mobile «aid figure out the 
amperage drain on your battery. 
Believe me there are fools out there 
who do it just so they can “get out”. 
Even with your alternator 
struggling at it’s best it’s going to 
wear out. 

Another thing to remember is that

all that power is pumping through 
your antenna. You have a loading 
coil in your antenna and it works 
pretty much on thesame basis as the 
coils you find in an electric heater. 
Pour a lot of wattage into a coilhand 
it gets pretty hot. A 100-watt am- 
plifier can drain eight amps from 
your battery. How long do you think 
your battery can last with that kind 
of strain put on it? 

Of course, you might say the only 
time it tends to drain is when you 
push that mike button to talk, but 
let’s face it, if your running a linear 
you don’t have it there for looks, 
your doing some talking. So you do a 
lot of talking with that black box 
turned on, maybe your car will keep 
running but when you shut it off you 
might be in for a big surprise when 
you go to start it again. More than 
likely you will have enough spare 
power left to go on the air and call 
for help but why bother to go through 
the aggravation? 

One other good reason for not 
having a foot warmer is that they are 
illegal.

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Please , Mayor Oakley, bring us together

is at an all-time high, with only a small 
percentage of thieves ever caught. As the 
consumer who buys these goods, it is you 
who pays for the stolen items. In fact, a 
certain percentage, to reflect shop-lifted 
expenses, are incorporated into the retail 
prices you pay. 

Advertising is about the largest expense 
after salaries. All of the advertisements 
you see in your local newspapers, cir- 
culars, magazines and on television and 
those ads you hear on the radio are all paid 
for by you, the consumer. 

All of these advertising espenses are 
added into that "low” retail price you’re 
paying. So, you can imagine how much 
less you would be paying for that new car, 
that suit of clothes or that diamond ring, if 
the costs for advertising, shoplifting and 
the other hundred and one overhead ex- 
penses were deducted from the retail 
price. 

What is also interesting when people 
shop for bargains, especially women at the 
grocery store, is the way they are lured 
into the merchant’s place of business with 
the leader iterhs previously mentioned. 
Such leaders could be panty hose, 
cigarettes, eggs, hamburger, steak, etc. 

Once in the store, the merchant has won 
his expenses for the advertising. In- 
variably, once in the store, shoppers "look 
around" and end up filling a grocery cart 
to the tune of many dollars 

Once home, if t he shopper who originally 
went to the grocery store to get that 
special bargain, would sit down and figure 
out what she paid for each other item in- 
dividually, the little woman would find she 
had paid more for most of them than she 
would have ordinarily. As P. T. Barnum is 
quoted to have said: "There’s a sucker 
bom every minute!” 

The next time you go shopping for 
ANYTHING. iem ember: You don’t get 
something for nothing, and you always get 
what you pay for! 


It seems that ever since I was a small 
child I have heard of "bargains” on 
everything from a bar of soap to an 
automobile. 

As I grew older and began to learn 
something about the whole concept of 
wholesale and retail pricing, it began to 
dawn upon me why retail merchants could 
offer items they sold at what seemed to be 
very low figures when compared to 
regular prices. 

When I go shopping for bargains, I 
always keep two thoughts in mind: You 
never get something for nothing, and you 
always get what you pay for! So, when I 
see what appears on the surface to be 
ridiculously low prices on merchandise, I 
don’t get too excited. I know they will have 
these sales again and again and again. 

Aside from what are called "leaders," 
normally low-priced items on which a 
merchant can even l<*e a few cents each, 
and which he uses to entice customers into 
his store, a profit is made on almost every 
item on sale during those so-called 
bonanza specials. 

But, that’s the name of the game in the 
business of retail sales. 

The average customer, shopping, for 
instance in his or her neighborhood 
supermarket, doesn’t realize all of what is 
incorporated in the prices he is paying for 
consumer goods. Figured into the price 
are such expenses as shoplifting, spoilage 
(if a grocery store), advertising (a big 
cost), etc. These expenses are in addition 
to the normal overhead such as rent, 
utilities, salaries, insurance and the like 

This means that the actual wholesale 
cost to the merchant for the items which he 
sells is considerably below the advertised 
retail figure, whether on sale pr not. The 
actual difference between his wholesale 
cost and his normal retail price is large 
enough to alUw much manipulation of 
prices.

I vividly remember longing for mem- 
bership in that group, longing to belong in 
the middle of a bunch of guys who never 
questioned the concept of right and wrong, 
guys who believed that life had to be 
played by the rules and that winning. was 
somehow not as important as how you 
played the game.

I hope that my son is left with the same 
fine impression that I had been left with. 
The game and the stage have remained the 
same, only the actors have changed. 


The strains of an old tune were floating 

through my head. ” Bill Jackson was 

a poor old dud who joined the dark town 
poker club, and cursed the day he told 
them he would join. His money used to go 
like it had wings; if he had queens 
someone had kings, and each night he 
would contribute all his coire.” 

This lively old Phil Harris tune would not 
leave my head during a recent bout with 52 
of mankind’s moral enemies. 

The occasion was the result of a brief 
meeting with an old friend, who Invited me 
to a Saturday night card game. 

Now, I want you to know that poker has 
not been high priority with me as I have 
traveled the road of life. My dad, a big 
robust guy standing just about six-foot- 
four, had exposed me to the game while I 
was a youth. He felt that poker was a true 
test of a man’s abilities, and equated the 
game with life. 

I can still recall those evenings when his 
friends surrounded our dining room table. 
The cigarette and cigar smoke sub-

stantially reduced visibility within the 
room, but a feeling of ‘rock hard stability’ 
was also present. 

I can recall no moment in my early life 
that has left such a lasting impression on 
me. In my mind, dad was a big tough guy 
who could probably lick anyone on the 
block, and the Image of him and his friends 
sitting around the table playing poker, 
somehow enhanced my mind's image of 
my father as being security itself. 

All of these thoughts came flooding back 
to me as I sat at that dining room table in 
the middle of a smoke-filled room. 

"Never, never check and raise,” he 
would say to me as I stood beside his large 
chair, during the brief moment that I was 
allowed into the world of grownups. 
"Poker is a game of skill, and there are 
rules of etiquette that must be followed,” 
he would say. 

I was never sure, if the feeling of 
closeness that existed in the room where 
the game was being played, was the result 
of the friendships at the table, or the result 
of the game itself.

PCHA no ‘cuckoo’s nest’

We asked Ms. White if she ever felt 
threatened, or experienced an inordinate 
fear for her personal safety or survival 
while working in a mental health service. 

She was quick to answer. "No, so often 
people on the outside are convinced that 
clients such as ours are just waiting for the 
opportunity to attack some person. It’s 
simply not consistent with the facts. 

When we do get an unsettled client, we 
are generally aware of the situation, and 
we can respond with the appropriate 
medication and isolation until we can 
bring the dient ‘down’ and begin 
therapy.” 

She said that only twice in her several 
years of working in such services has she 
evem been physically attacked by a client, 
and in neither instance was she really 
hurt. 

"In fact,” she said, "while I was 
working in the prisoner ward at the Detroit 
General Hospital, I actually felt more fear 
because of the policemen and the guns 
they wore on their h%>s than I did from the 
disturbed prisoners.” 

Ms White said functional nervous 
disease is among the m<Bt baffling of the 
many problems which confront medical 
practioners. 

She said that there are some researchers 
who are convinced that mental distur- 
bances are the product of some chemical 
imbalance or the result of a viral infection. 

The problem of mental illness is much 
more than a mere medical anomaly ; it has 
far-reaching social, eugenic, and 
economic effects as well. 


From the available statistical data, it 
appears that persons suffering from 
mental illness occupy as many hospital 
beds — if not more — than do people 
suffering from aD other diseases com- 
bined. 

It was refreshing to hear Ms. White say 
that terms such as ‘crazy’, ‘lunatic*, or 
‘insane’ no longer have any credence in the 
psychiatric milieu or working vocabulary. 

"The professionals have long since 
recognized that the application of in- 
fiamatory nouns does nothing except 
exacerbate a situation,” she said. 

Evidently, those people who have ex- 
perienced a mental illness are viewed by 
far too many in the general population as 
being ‘different’ or have a threatening 
influence. 

"There is no reason fa* people to feel 
uncomfortable around someone who has 
been through therapy and has been 
remitted to society,” said Ms. White. 

She recalled that in her first few weeks 
at Heritage Hospital, she could sense that 
many of her professional colleagues gave 
her ‘a wide path’ when she would come 
into the cafeteria or when they would 
meet, in some other area. 

“Apparently there was a feeling that 
because I worked with mentally ill people, 
I might be carrying a bug which was 
contagious. While thajt attitude still 
persists, I think there has been some 
progress in getting our discipline un- 
derstood and hence accepted. 

"There is one nurse, who when she 
manages to find some free time, actually 


comes into the mental health service and 
gives us help. 

"The anxiety levels have been reduced,” 
she said, ‘‘in direct proportion to the level 
of understanding experienced by the 
remainder of the hospital staff.” 

Ms. White made a point which I found to 
be Interesting. “You must remember that 
there are those people who, by all ob- 
jective standards, would test as being 
highly intelligent Yet, despite their 
presumed intelligence, they can not In- 
tegrate their emotional drives to ac- 
commodate themselves in the social 
complex of the contemporary society. At 
least they can not achieve this ac- 
commodation in a manner acceptable to 
themselves and useful to society.” 

The obvious conclusion, then, is that 
mental illness can strike a ry one and is not 
the sole province of the ignorant or 
uneducated. 

She said that many people, perhaps 
every one of us at onetime or another, has 
been convinced that we were being put 
upon, or misunderstood, or grossly 
mistreated. In those people suffering from 
mental illness, these relatively normal 
feelings become the dominant influence in 
their behavior patters They become 
convinced that everyone is against them, 
and they become ridden with fears, 
doubts, and terrors — none of which are 
rational. 

Such a condition is known as paronaia, 
and we plan to write about it next week 
after an interview with a practicing 
pyschiatrist.

State redlining bill 


Probably the most comprehensive anti- 
redlining bill in the country has been 
unanimously approved by the Michigan 
Senate. 

The bill (HB 4227) cleared the House last 
July. The legislation was signed by the 
Governor and goes into effect next year. 

Legislators, with cooperation from 
financial lending institutions, the state 


coalition on redlining, and others spent 
hundreds of hours hammering out a policy 
agreeable to all parties concerned. 

Redlining is the denial or limitation of 
mortgages or home improvement loans for 
reasons other than an applicant’s credit 
rating. Many of the reasons believed to be 
factors in loan denials center around the age 
of a home, geographic location, ethnic and- 
or racial composition of the neighborhood.

On behalf of the majority of the students 
in Romulus, we would all like to thank you 
for the passing of the millage on the 
November 8 election ballot. We hope that 
the school officials, the school ad- 
ministration, and teachers can put this 
money to good use and show the people 
how desperately it is needed. 

The passing of the millage will give us 
money to resume the activities offered by 
the Romulus schools, and it’s about time 
that the students got to maintain their 
participation in these activities, such as 
the winter, spring, and summer sports, 
student council and class council with 
class trips. 

The majority of the credit for the 
passing of the millage should be given to 
Mr. Doug Baum and his Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee for their factual findings, and 
to Mrs. Langley and her Lansing Com- 
mittee for their interest in helping our 
schools, but a special thanks should be 
given to the 2,798 citizens who voted 
“YES.”

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The practice of redlining often contributes 
to the decline of older parts of the city, 
usually the inner city, through mortgage 
and home improvement loan discrimination 
by private financial institutions. 

The measure will outlaw the practice of 
redlining in granting of home mortgages and 
home improvement loans. It will also 
prohibit the offering of less desirable loan 
terms for factors other than credit wor- 
thiness. 

The definition of mortgage in its ap- 
plication to residential areas was clarified 
by Senate amendments. They also provided 
that all hearings held relative to the act 
would be in accordance with the ad- 
ministrative procedures act. 


Once the bill is in effect it will require 
lending institutions to disclose where loans 
are being made, how many loans are being 
made and the amount of these loans. 
In addition, lending institutions will be 
required to disclose the average down 
payment, the average terms of the loans 
granted, the number of applications denied 
and the reasons for denial. 

Credit granting institutions must apply 
uniform policies of interest rate, terms of 
maturity, percentages required for down 
payment, and application of appraisal 
procedures within given geographic area. 
The legislation emphasizes individual 
consideration for each loan and reasons for 
each denial must be spelled out in written 
statements.

A complaint mechanism has also been set 
up through this bill. If an individual feels 
they have been discriminated against in 
obtaining a home improvement or mortgage 
loan, they may file a complaint with the 
Financial Institutions Bureau. In addition, 
the legislation has set up voluntary mor- 
tgage review boards so that most problems 
can be resolved on the local level. 

Institutions found in violation of the 
measure will be subject to a fine up to 
$ 10 , 000 .

Walking with God' 


And Enoch walked with God, and 
w was not, for God took him. 
Genesis 5:24. ^ 

This subject, I have chosen, in my 
judgment is one of the greatest to be 
selected from the Scripture. Out of 
this dull chapter there is a long 
account where nothing is marked 
but names, numbers, men who lived, 
reared families and died until we 
come to Enoch, whose singular piety 
is recorded. His life of devotion to 
God was so unique that the Holy 
Spirit conferred a great degree of 
honor upon him. “And Enoch walked 
with God, and he was not, for God 
took him.” 

We are living in peculiar times, 
and in a speacular age. Men of this 
day delight to walk in the relm of 
philosphy, to explore the strata of 
metaphysics, to soar to the 
stratosphere, to project new stan- 
dards of morality and conduct, to 
postulate modernistic concepts of 
religious character, but few are 
willing to perform the fundmmental 
requirements of an upright life. “To 
do justly, to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy God”. This is a 
challenge to you and me. 

The Intimate Association: “Enoch 
walked with God”. This walk with 
the Lord implies that Enoch was 
int ima tel y acquain ted w ith the Lord . 
There was a weighty friendship 
between the Lord and Enoch that 
was later illustrated in the life of 
Abraham. Eminent /holiness and 
intimate Communion with God may 
be attained in the worst times. 
While that generation was running 
to ruin, Enoch walked with God. 

The Illustrious Character: Enoch, 
signified dedication. His life an- 
swered to his name, for he lived the 
life of devotion to God. Enoch was a 
unique personality, and a singular 
character who lived a significant 
life. Enouch the devout patriarch, 
the fearless preacher, the fellow- 
traveller with God, the triumphant 
saint who did not see death, but was 
taken to heavn by the way of tran- 
slation. He was an illustrious 
character whose name, record, and 
destiny will live freshly in human 
memory until the resurrection of the 
dead. 

Enouch, the seventh from Adam, 
was the brightest star in the 
patriarchel Constellation. His 
record is short, but eloquent. It is 
brief and concise containing a few 
words, but every word, when placed 
under rigid examination expands 
indefinitely. Every virtue may be 
read yito them, for he reached the 
point of renown in godliness. The 
Holy Spirit gives a summar 
statement, abbreviated to the very 
core, and recuded to its barest 
elements, the irreducible minimum. 
“Enouch walked with God, and he 
was not, for God took him ! Note and 
consider the content of his history, 
the brevity of his biography, the 
comparative shortness of his life, 
and the manifest signularity of his 
character. 

The Fearless Preacher: Enouch 
also, the seventh from Adam 
Prophesied Jude 14, 15. He was a 
preacher oL righteousness and a 
herald of judgment. The age calls 
for militant preachers. If this is a 
mission that calls for courage and 
militancy, it is the God-given 
mission of preaching. Preaching 
holds within its powers the destiny of 
mankind. It is an imperial business 
with imperative demands and 
eternal consequences. 

Walking with God. To walk with 
God is to make it our fixed purpose 
and determination to live for Him, to 
devote our lives to His service. To 
walk with God is to acknowledge 
Him as our Sovereign and our 
Father, to set Him over bef ore us, to 
live a life of hallowed communion 
with Him, to make His glory the 
great object and end of life, to seek 
to do only those things which are 
well-pleasing in His sight To walk 
with God is to have our minds and 
will brought into subjection to His, to 
strive to do all that He would have us 
do, and be all He would have us be, 


to endevor more and more to 
resemble Him, and to have taken 
from us whatever is contrary to 
Him. To walk with God is to love 
Him, to rejoice in his presence, to 
feel ourselves attracted towards 
Him, to have nothing more than His 
favor. Walking with God implies 
consciousness of the Divine 
presence, harmony with the divne 
will, and progress in the divine 
excellence. 


God Took Enouch Away: Away 
from the society of ungodly men, 
from their taunts and persecutions. 
Away from the wicked over which he 
mourned. Away from the privations 
of this wilderness state. Away from 
the many ills to which the flesh is 
heir, and the peculiar troubles which 
afflict the righteous. Enoch 
changed his place, but not his 
company, for he still walked with 
God.

House bills would update zoning law 


The House Towns and Counties 
Committee is considering a series of 
bills which would update and im- 
prove Michigan’s zoning laws, ac- 
cording to State Rep. Thomas H. 
Brown (D-37th District), committee 
chairman. 

‘‘There is a definite need to make 
some major changes in zoning law,” 


Brown said “These enabling acts 
give local governments the primary 
tools to develop community pat- 
terns, yet they have not been ex- 
tensively reviewed or revised in 30 to 
50 years, which leaves them 
deficient in many areas. 

“Public officials and citizens have 
found the laws vague, with 


requirements for unnecessary or 
inappropriate procedures, and out- 
of-date in that they do not provide 
local government with the powers 
needed to deal with modem com- 
munity development problems.” 

Major changes made by the bills 
(HB 4591-94) include: 

— Modernizing the scope and 


purpose of zoning to take into 
consideration such contemporary 
needs as environmental jxotection, 
conservation of resources and 
energy, and socially and 
economically sound land use pat- 
terns. 

— Allowing local governments to 
adopt “planned unit development”

regulations to encourage innovative 
layout and design of land develop- 
ment projects. 

— Allowing publication of a notice 
of ordinance adoption which informs 
the public where the new zoning 
ordinance can be examined or 
obtained, rather than requiring 
publication of the entire ordinance in 


a local newspaper 

— Allowing a local government to 
require a cash deposit or other 
performance guarantee to insure 
completion of essential im- 
provements such as landscaping, 
parking or lighting, associated with 
a project. 


The Veterans Ad- 
ministration’s (VA) 
Voluntary Service, a 
national program for 
volunteers in health 
care, is getting high 
priority from VA Ad- 
mistrator Max Cleland. 

Cleland, himself a 
recipient of volunteer 
assistance while 
recovering in VA 
hospitals as a triple 
amputee from the 
Vietnam War, has 
called services by 
volunteers “one of the 
most meaningful and 
important contributions 
by Americans for the 
veteran”. 

At Cleland’s direction, 
VA’s Voluntary Service 
is now getting an entire 
new look, according to 
Paul Weston, who is 
managing the project as 
a special assistant to the 
VA administrator. 

A national public 
awareness program has 
been launched to in- 
terest citizens in the 
program and to provide 
visibility for the more 
than 100,000 volunteers 
already involved in VA 
hospital care, he added. 

With a new program 
slogan of “Volunteers 
Make.a Difference” and 
a new symbol— the A- 
OK hand sign- 
presented in blue and 
yellow, the VA hopes to 
re-emphasize its 
voluntary service 
program. 

VA also is conducting 
a national management 
study to assure its 
volunteer ad- 
ministration uses the 
best possible 
techniques. The study 
includes an analysis of- 
possible new uses of 
volunteers in outreach 
programs to inform 


veterans of benefits and 
services. 

The VA’s 31-year-old 
Voluntray Service 
Program for health 
care, established in 1946 
by then-VA Ad- 
ministrator Gen. Omar 
N. Bradley, has ac- 
cumulated more than 
200 million hours of 
volunteer service, 
Weston said. 

In 1976 alone, he 
added, nearly 110,000 
volunteers provided 
more than 10 million 
hours of service to 
hospitalized veterans. It 
is one of the oldest and 
largest volunteer 
programs in America 
today. 

Weston said: “The Va 
has a special com- 
mitment to volunteers. 
Our VA health program 
could not have provided 
the quality of service it 
has over the years 
without them. 

“We are determined 
to treat the voluntary 
effort as having the 
highest priority. The 
services VA volunteers 
bring to us deserve this 
kind of attention.” 

The hospital director 
of the VA Hospital in 
Allen Park, A. Zam- 
berlan, added: “We are 
very pleased to see this 
level of support for 
Voluntary Service 
coming from 
Washington, The 862 
volunteers who have 
101,939 hours of service 
to this hospital certainly 
are very special to us 
and to our patients.”

WHEREAS: It is appropriate that a notice of intention to issue Bonds up to 
the aggregate principal amount of Three Million ($3,000,000) Dollars be 
published in order to comply with the requirements of Act No. 62; and 
WHEREAS: Under the provisions of Act No. 62, it is necessary to obtain the 
approval of the Municipal Finance Commission of the State of Michigan for 
the issuance of Bonds ; and 

WHEREAS: It is necessary to assure the Company that the Municipality 
will issue Bonds upon meeting the requirements of Act No. 62, it being the 
intent and purpose of the City Council in adopting this resolution to provide 
such commitment of the Municipality to issue Bonds with respect to the 
Project as will satisfy the requirements of Section 103 (b> of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, and the regulations promulgated 
thereunder. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That: 

l. The Municipality determines that it is necessary and appropriate and a

the event of default, (ii) to a trustee for the benefit of the holders of the 
Bonds, a % guarantee by the Parent for the payment of the Bonds, (iii) to a 
trustee, a resolution or resolutions or indenture or indentures which will 
incorporate provisions usual in such instruments, including but not limited 
to provisions with respect to the disbursement of the proceeds of the sale of 
the Bonds, the security for the Bonds, the remedies of the bondholders and 
the trustee and the rights of the Municipality, the Company and the Trustee 
with respect to the Project and the Bonds, and ( iv) to underwriters or bond 
purchasers, an agreement or agreements for the sale of the Bonds by the 
Municipality. 

3. The Bonds shall not be a genera) obligation or debt of the Municipality but 
shall be revenue bonds payable as to both principal and interest solely from 
the net revenues derived from the Project including proceeds of payments to 
be made to (tye Municipality by the Company or the Parent as shall be 
provided in the installment sales contract or lease to be executed by the 
Municipality and the Company and the Guarantee to be executed by the 
Parent prior to the sale of the Bonds The proceedings and agreements 
relating to the acquisition, installation and use of the Project and the 
issuance of Bonds to be adopted or undertaken shall contain such provisions 
as shall be necessary to make absolutely clear and certain that under no 
circumstances will the Municipality, or its citizens or taxpayers, ever be 
required to pay from tax revenues or other general funds of the Municipality 
any principal of or interest on the Bonds or any other costs or expenses 
relating to the Bonds or the Project and shall, to the extent required by law. 
be subject to approval by the Municipal Finance Commission of the State of

4. All costs and expenses in connection with the authorization, issuance, sale

Municipality, the Bonds and documents to which the Municipality is a party

6. The City Clerk is authorized and empowered from time to time to execute 
and file, at such times as he shall determine and at such times as he shall 
have been provided with appropriate information, an application or ap- 
plications to the Municipal Finance Commission for an order or orders 
granting permission for the issuance of Bonds. 

7 A notice of intention to issue Bonds (as contemplated by and containing 
the information required by Act No 62) shall be published at least once with 
respect to the issuance of Bonds clearly setting forth :

Michigan State University 
horticulture specialists 
answer timely questions on 
vegetable garden, 
houseplants, lawn care and 
related topics. 

Q. What herbs can I grow as 
houseplants this winter? 

A. Mint, basil, chives, 
parsley and sweet marjoram 
usually give good results 
when grown Indoors In pots. 
Pot up new plants — started 
from either cuttings or 
seeds — in any well- 
drained houseplant potting 
mixture. Place pots in a 
south window and water 
when the soil surface feels 
dry. Fertilize only If you are 
cutting the herbs frequently. 
Too much nitrogen may 
cause herbs to lose their 
characteristic flavor and 
aroma.

Q. Can I save my 
geraniums and grow them 
indoors this winter? 

A. Sure can. Take three- or 
four-inch terminal cuttings 
from stems and root in 
perlite, vermiculite, peat 
moss or sand. Water as often 
as needed to keep the rooting 
medium moist. When the 
cuttings are well rooted, 
transplant them to four-inch 
pots and place them In a 
sunny window. Water when 
the soil surface dries out. 
You can also dig up the whole 
plant, cut the top back to six 
inches in height and pot in a 
container just big enough to 
hold the root system. Plants 
grown from cuttings usually 
give better results, however. 

Q. How do I store leftover 
pesticides so they'll be good 
next year? 

A. Store all pesticides and 
other lawn and garden 
chemicals in their original 
containers. The package 
label is loaded with vital 
information: what the 
product is, how to use it and 
what to do in case of ac- 
cidental poisoning. Tighten 
the lids on glass and metal 
containers and place paper 
containers in plastic bags or 
tightly capped jars to keep 
the contents dry. Place all 
pesticides and other toxic or 
potentially dangerous 
chemicals in a locked cabinet 
where the temperature will 
not fall below 32 degrees F. 
Freezing, like moisture, can 
cause some materials to lose 
their effectiveness. 

Q. Both of the 25-year-old 
maple trees next to my house 
are wilting on one side. On 
one, it's the side next to the 
street; on the other, the side 
toward the house. The rest of 
each of them looks healthy 
enough. What's the trouble? 

A. Examine the trees at the 
point where the trunk enters 
the ground. Is there a normal 
outward spread at ground 
level (root flare), where the 
roots begin, or does the trunk 
go straight into the soil like a 
telephone pole? If the latter 
is the case, the problem is 


probably girdling roots. 
When trees are grown in 
containers, their roots tend 
to gow in a circle around the 
inside. If these roots are not 
pruned off or spread out at 
planting time, they form a 
noose that eventually 
strangles the tree. 

You may be able to save 
the trees by uncovering and 
removing these girdling 
roots. There is some danger 
that removing too many 
roots can also harm the tree. 


If you do opt for surgery, be 
sure that the tree gets 
plentry of water, so that it 
doesn't have to fight the 
combined stresses of root 
loss and drouth. The top of 
the tree should also be 
pruned to remove some 
foliage. Remember on a 
normal tree the shoots and 
the roots are approximately 
in balance. Hence, If the root 
system is reduced, the shoots 
which they nourish must be 
correspondingly reduced.

It's all metric to me!

Know your insurance needs

Many consumers are shocked 
when their insurance company 
refuses to renew their policy or 
cancels the insurance on their home 
or automobile, but they should not 
autmatically brand themselves as 
uninsurable. Not only do some in- 
surance companies specialize in 
high-risk auto policies, the state also 
sponsors two special programs for 
consumers who have been denied 
home or auto insurance by private 
companies. 

Automobile and homeowners 
insurance often are referred to as 
essential because consumers 
usually do not have the option of 
going without them. While state law 
requires automboile insurance, 
many mortgage lenders refuse to 
grant mortgages unless the home 
and title are insured. 

The supply of essential insurance, 
however, often falls short of the 
demand because insurance com- 
panies sometimes refuse to accept 
an applicant due to high risk factors. 
For example, an 18-year-old person 
with a new sports car and a bad 
driving record might have a difficult 
time finding auto insurance. 

Although some automobile in- 


surance companies advertise for 
high-risk customers, a person should 
expect to pay more through a high- 
risk specialist than through a 
regular insurance company. 

If you cannot find essential in- 
surance in the private insurance 
market, the state has established 
two programs to provide auto and 
homeowners insurance for those 
who have been denied insurance 
elsewhere. 

The Michigan Automobile 
Placement Facility will provide auto 
insurance to all licensed drivers. 
Anyone who needs auto insurance 
can apply to the facility through an 
insurance agent. The consumer then 
is assigned to an insurance company 
which will issue a policy for three 
years. The company then reviews 
the policy to see if lower-risk rates 
will apply. 

Tlie Migan Basic Property In- 
surance Association also is known as 
the FAIR (Fair Access to Insurance 
Requirements) Plan. It makes 
homeowners insurance available to 
those who can ’t buy it from a private 
company. 

Unlike the auto facility, which 
redistributes applicants to private 
companies, the FAIR Plan is a 
separate company. It inspects 
property, issues policies, and settles 
claims. The Plan provides the 


standard Michigan fire insurance, 
along with vandalism and other 
extended coverage. An applicant 
can contact the Plan through an 
insurance agent or by writing to the 
Michigan basic Propoerty Insurance 
Association, P.O. Bax 86, Detroit 
48231. 

If you feel you’ve been unfairly 
refused essential insurance, there is 
something you can do about it. The 
Michigan Deceptive Insurance 
Practices Act forbids discrimination 
by insurance companies on the basis 
of age, sex, marital status, race, and 
geographic location (redlining). 

If you have any questions about 
insurance, contact the state In- 
surance Bureau at its toll-free 
number, 1-800 292-5943. 


“The metric system is based on 
the decimal system of numbers, 
which involves multiples of 10 Thus, 
it is very easy to go f rom small units 
to large, or vice versa, simply by 
moving decimal points. 

“The Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration prescribed the metric 
system for nutrition labels because 
the unit we are most accustomed to, 
the ounce, is too large to describe 
conveniently the amounts of 
nutrients in foods. For instance, 1 
gram is about equal to the weight of 
a paper clip. If a food contains 9 
grams of protein, then, expressing 
this in our customary terms, it 
would be 9-28 ounce. This is just an 
example of how customary 
measurements used for food com- 
position would not only be very 
small but appear as confusing 
fractions. 

“The basic metric units that 
consumers will see on nutrition 
labels are grams (units of mass or 
weight) and liters (units of volume). 
Metric units of volume may appear 
in the serving size for liquid foods as 
well as in the container’s net 


volume. The upper portion of the 
label will use metric units in weight 
as grams for protein, carbohydrate, 
and fat in a serving of food. 

“The lower portion of the nitrition 
information panel gives the per- 
centage of the U.S. Recommended 
Daily Allowances of protein, 
vitamins and minerals in a serving, 
and does not require any un- 
derstanding of the metric system. 

“It may help to memorize these 
approximate equivalencies: 

1 ounce equals 28 grams 
3>2 ounces equals 100 grams 
8 ounces equals 227 grams 
1 pound equals 454 grams 

“Once the basic unit is deter- 
mined, whether grams or liters in 
the metric system, other multiples 
are built on it with suitable prefixes. 
Whenever the prefix “kilo” 
precedes a unit, it is 1,000 times that 
unit One kilogram equals 1,000 
grams, for example. 

“Similarily, the prefix “milli” 
indicates one-thousandth and 
“micro” one-millionth of the basic 
unit. A milligram is one-thousandth 
of a gram. Thus : 


1 kilogram equals 1,000 grams 
1 gram equals 1,000 milligrams 
1 milligram equals 1,000 
micrograms 

“To convert the metric system 
into the system to which Americans 
are more accustomed: 

1 kilogram equals 2 2 pounds 
1 pound equals 454 grams 
1 ounce equals 28 grams 
“The other basic unit of metric 
measurement besides the gram that 
will be found on nutrition labels is 
the liter, used to measure volume. A 
liter is a little larger than a quart. 

“Remember the saying ‘A pint is a 
pound, the world a round’? Well, this 
is a rough approximation based on a 
volume-weight relationship of 
water. Here is a new twist to an old 
saying to help you remember that 
pints and liters are volume 
measurements and pounds and 
kilograms are weight: A pint is a 
pound the world a round, but a liter is 
a kilogram when you’re in a metric 
jam.’’ 

I hope the complete change to the 
metric system doesn’t take place 
soon. I’m not ready for it.

Rocks ousted in C/ass A quarter-finals, 21-3

Coach Tom Mcehimer and his 
Plymouth Salem troops got a taste of 
how Napolean must have felt 
retreating from Moscow back in 
1817. 

Moshimer’s Rocks took on Por- 
tage Central and the elements and 
Central emerged an easy winner 
over the frost-bitten Salem troops 
who retreated from Brighton with 
their first football loss of the cam-

The 21-3 season-ending Salem 
setback ousted the Rocks from the 
Michigan Athletic Association’s 
state quarter-finals and advanced 
unbeaten Portage Central to the 
Class A semi-finals which will be 
staged on Saturday.

‘‘We lose only five of these playprs 
to graduation: Alvin Carter, Roger 
McGhee, Mike Morgan, George 
Green and my son, Bob, so we’ll 
have a fine nucleus of players 
coming back for next year.” 

Warren Woods capitalized on a 
bad snap from center during a 
punting situation to put their first 
score on the board. Midway in the 
first quarter, the Bulldogs gave up 
the ball on the 24 after the bad snap, 
then Woods’ quarterback pitched out 
to Gary Huston who gal loped into the 
end zone with 6:44 remaining in the 
quarter. Woods successfully con- 
verted to take a 7-0 lead. 

Before the half ended, Huston 
struck again this time scoring from 
the 42 after a couple of Robichaud 
defenders missed their assignment 
Woods got the ball around the 44 
yard line because of a poor punt.

Nearly a decade ago a scrappy, 
hard-nosed football player by the 
name of Ron Pichan led the New 
Boston Huron Chiefs to a conference 
championship. 

Ron went on to star for Hillsdale 
College and, though he didn’t make 
it with the pros, he became a 
noteworthy quarterback with the 
Pontiac Arrows in the Mid-West 
Conference, a semi-professional 
league. 

Now Ron’s younger brother, 
Randy, has stepped into the 
limelight at Huron. Though the 
Chiefs didn’t win a championship 
this season, they definitely will be 
the team to catch come next fall. 

The reason: quarterback Randy 
Pichan who is generating a lot of 
enthusiasm and excitement with his 
triple threat performances. Not only 
can the 16-year-old junior run and 
pass the ball, but he’s an exceptional 
field goal kicker. 

Randy connected on all four of his 
tries this year, his longest field goal 
covering 37 yards.

Field dressing, 
deer are 'very critical' 



Grissom's world 


Good hunting! 



The most important aspect of 
bowhunting is often the one to which 
the least amount of attention is paid. 
Due to the warmer weather of bow 
season field dressing and hanging 
your deer quickly is critical . Several 
things will cause the meat to 

become tainted: body heat, 

coagulating blood, contact with the 
musk glands, contact with hair, 
contact with intestinal fluids or with 
bocfy excreta. A quick, thorough job 
can mean the difference between an 
excellent meal and meat that your 
dog won’t eat. 

Before you start dressing your 
animal you should affix your game 
tag. Michigan law requires it so it’s 
a good place to start. Next position 
your deer on its back with the head 
slightly uphill. With your knife you 
next cut completely around the 


deer’s anus. Pull the tube out and tie 
with a piece of cord. If your deer is a 
buck you should also tie a cord 
around his penis to keep urine from 
leaking out while you are dressing 
the deer. With does you would cut 
and tie the genitals as you do the 
anus. 

Your next step is tocut the carcass 
open along the center line of the 
abdomen. Starting at the breat bone 
carefully cut the length of the deer 
using the fingers of your free hand 
to guide the knife point. The incision 
should fork around the genitals and 
continue to the anul cut. 

Next cut the membrane 
seperating the chest cavity from the 
paunch. This will expose the heart 
and lungs. Reach past the lungs and 
severe the gullet and windpipe as 
high as you can reach. 

Turn the deer onto its side and 


carefully pull the entire contents 
out. You may need to make a few 
shallow cuts as you pull to cut 
supporting tissue. Lift the deer’s 
head and neck to drain blood 
through the anal opening. Wipe 
interior of carcass and 
cavity with a stick to " 

Separate the heart and liver' 
the other organs, place in a plastic 
bag and you are ready to drag your 
deer back to camp. 

Once you reach camp you should 
split the pelvis and the breast bone 
and hang deer with the carcass 
propped open as wide as possible. 

Some people claim to be able to 
field dress their deer quickly and 
properly without getting anymore 
than a minimal amount of blood on 
their hands. I’ve never been able to 
but I consider the mess well worth 
the trouble.

Since I had posed no great threat to the deer herd on 
Bois Blanc Island, I find myself with an unused deer tag. 

I am determined that with over 30 days of the bow 
season to go, I’m going to keep trying to connect. 

Each year the deer herd in the southern half of 
> Michigan gets larger. The deer are bigger and most of 
' the bucks carry better racks than their northern 
^ cotintCr-parts. In less than an hour’s drive you can be 
% hrniting and have as good a chance to get a deer as you 
would further north 

A friend of mine recently took a real nice eight point 
buck just north of Howell. Some bird hunters I talked to 
told me of an area near Gregory where they have seen 
three or four deer every day they’ve hunted. 

When hunting on Bois Blanc one of our group fell 20 
feet and shattered his left foot. His tree stand gave way 
and now he will spend a long and uncomfortable winter 
mending. Had he used a safety rope as he should have he 
would now be repairing his tree stand instead. 

Since I had no desire to repeat his performance I 
waited my tree stand to be substantial. Having decided 
upon hunting northeast of Chelsea. I went looking for a 
place where I could locate just such a stand. 

I found a tree made to order. A large oak tree 
overlooking several trails leading from the thicket to a 
huge cornfield. 

Excellent cover, a small pond, oak trees, and a lot of 
deer signs. Everything was looking good. 

With great anticipation I carefully constructed my

blind. Built from 2 by 4s with a rope safety line, I was 
certain that this was the tree from which I would take a 
deer. I carefully cut any obstructing limbs from the 
area, and now I was ready 

Two days later I arrived to hunt for the first time. 

Moving as quietly as possible 1 climbed into the stand 
certain that this would be the day. After a little over an 
hour I caught the first sign of movement about 40 yards 
out. Anticipating the deer’s moves I turned slowly with 
bow ready 1 could see him better now, but still not a 
clear shot. 

Just a few more steps ... 

Bow drawn... 

Relaxed grip Breathing controlled Heart pounding. 
Mouth suddenly gone dry Almost. Just a little more. 
Come on. 

“Hey dad! Look at the man up in the tree.” 

Why did they have to come through here today of all 
days. Don’t they know that tnere are more pheasants 
somewhere else. Oh well, I guess I’ll just have to come 
back 

Now that bow hunting is allowed from trees I can’t 
stress enough the simple safety rules you should follow'. 
Never climb a tree with your bow Always hoist it up 
with a small cord. Never hunt from a tree stand without 
a safety rope 

And lastly, never hunt without someone knowing the 
exact location of your stand. • 

I hope that your luck is much better than mine has 
been so far. Good hunting! !

Beginning this fall, waterfowl hunters must use steel shot 
in the shaded areas shown above if they shoot 12-gauge 
loads, according to the Department of Natural Resources.

28 and 40 gauge except on state operated 
managed hunting areas (S. Clair Flats Wildlife Area, 
Shiawassee River State Game Area, Crow Island State 


Game Area, Fish Point Wildlife Area, and Nayanquing Ft. 
Wildlife Area ) where only 12, 1$ and 20 gauge can be used. 
The DNR has surveyed many of the retail outlets that sell 
shotgun shells and has found steel shot to be generally 
available in and around designated areas. If you or your 
local retail store have difficulty finding steel shot, call the 
DNR’s Wildlife Division in Unsing at (517) 373-1263.
